DETAILED ACTION 

Reason for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-16, the prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest an audio/video data 
transfer system comprises a second control means, wherein the second control means sets the 
communication port notified from the first control means into the second audio/video server and 
directly transfer the audio/video data from the first audio/video server by using the set 
communication port, in combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 

1. and 9. 

Regarding claims 17-24, the prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest an audio/video server 
that comprises a control means for monitoring installing states of the communicating means, the 
encoding means, and the decoding means upon transfer of the audio/video data by the 
communicating means and controlling the transfer of the audio/video data on the basis of the 
installing states, in combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 17.
